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Still Have Viable Energy Program 
House Kills Dem o Proposed Gasoline Tax

WASHINGTON (UPI) - A 
gasoline tax which Democrats 
had proposed for months as an 
alternative to President Ford’s 
energy program is dead in the 
House —but its chief author 
thinks other provisions in the 
pending energy bill might still 
constitute “a viable program.” 
The tax was was defeated in 
the House Wednesday night. It 
had been considered by Demo­ 
crats a key part of the pending 
energy bill. 
Rep. 
Al 
Ullman, 
D.-Ore., 
chief author of the legislation, 


said 
Wednesday night other 
provisions in the measure still 
could comprise 
“the center­ 
piece for an energy concept.” 
The House decided on a 209- 
to-187 vote to erase the tax 
from the energy bill, ignoring 
pleas from its leadership for 
the 
measure 
and 
listening 
instead to a four-term member 
from Arkansas who said people 
just a ren ’t ready for a higher 
gasoline tax. 
Rep. Bill Alexander, D-Ark., 
made the motion to delete. He 
said 
“I 
cannot 
vote 
for a 
proposal that takes the money 


out of the hides of the rural 
people of this country.” 


He said they have no mass 
transit to fall back on when 
driving a car gets too expen­ 
sive. 


The gasoline tax had been a 
focal 
point 
of 
Democratic 
energy 
proposals 
since 
last 
winter when Ford outlined his 
own energy program. Ford’s 
program is based on an oil 
tariff 
and 
other 
measures 
designed to raise the cost of all 
fuels made from oil. 
Ullman had called the gaso­ 


line tax “an absolute necessity 
for an energy policy.” 
But he told reporters after 
the vote that the bill’s other 
provisions —quotas on imported 
oil, taxes on business use of 
fuels, tax breaks for conserva­ 
tion, taxes on fuel-inefficient 
cars —can be “ the centerpiece 
for an energy concept ... Even 
without the gasoline tax ... we 
have

sed, would have raised gasoline

Former Inmate Says He 
Might Want To Go Back

EAGLE GROVE, Iowa (UPI) 
— After four months in the 
outside world, Inmate 101418 
has decided freedom in Ameri­ 
ca isn’t all it is cracked up to 
be. 
Robert Ray Ferguson, who 
left 
Iowa 
State 
Penitentiary 
just last February, is bitter. 
He’s thinking of going back to 
prison. Armed robbery should 
do the trick, he figures. 
Ferguson was born, raised 
and spent all but two of his 40 
years in prison. On the outside, 
he has found himself jobless 
and often lonely. “ Society has 
put 
me 
down,” 
he 
says, 
because of his criminal record 
—including 18 felony convic­ 
tions in his 40 years. 
“ I like the freedom but you 
don’t 
exist 
on 
freedom,” 
Ferguson said. “ You don’t get 
your bed and food on freedom. 
“ You got to support yourself, 
but I c a n ’t find a job,’’ he said. 
“ It com e’s down to what are 


you going to do —it really does 
something 
to 
your 
mind. 
Mentally I’m still in prison.” 
Ferguson, who lives with and 
does yard and cleanup work for 
longtime friends Emmett and 
Mary Lamer here, told UPI he 
is becoming desperate. 
“I’m 
getting 
pretty 
damn 
serious about getting back in 
(prison),” he said. “ I’d do it by 
committing armed robbery — 
that is going to get me the most 
years. I’d rob a gas station and 
then turn myself in.” 
Asked when he’ll stage the 
robbery, Ferguson said he has 
no timetable. 
“When I get really uptight, 
then I’ll go do it.” 
Ferguson feels society simply 
is not willing to take the risk of 
hiring an ex-con. 
“People 
make 
me 
mad 
because they don’t understand I 
want a chance to prove myself. 
I’ve wasted 40 years of my life 
If I was given a chance, I 
would prove I could work and 


work hard.” 
Seeking the security of prison 
walls 
is 
nothing 
new 
for 
F erguson 
In 1978 he asked 
Gov. Robert Ray to permit him 
to spend the rest of his life in 
the state prison because he 
feared adjusting to the hustle- 
bustle of the outside. 
But after a short-lived and 
unsuccessful parole which put 
him back in prison last year,

Marbles Favorite Pastime 
With This English Family

CRAWLEY, England (UPI) 
— The reigning world champion 
approaches the arena like a 
gunfighter at high noon —gait 
stiff, face a mask, steely eyes 
fixed on target. 
Alan 
Smith, 
a 
30-year-old 
bachelor with the look of a 
French film star, crouches in 
one swift movement at a six- 
foot 
circle, 
trigger 
thumb 
cocked to shoot. He does not 
often miss. 
Smith is the world singles 
marbles champion. He has won 
the title four times, and the 
only other champion in the past 
19 years is his father. 
“ People are mostly amused 
when they learn what I do,” 
Smith said in an interview. 
“Then I say, ‘Here, you try it,’ 
and all of a sudden they aren’t 
so amused. 
“This game isn’t just knock­ 
ing marbles out of a ring. It’s 
precision, placing yourself for 
the next shot. I think this must 
be the most difficult sport there 
is to m aster.” 
Every day Smith knuckles 
down 
with 
his 
father 
and 
brothers Graham, 26, and Paul, 
20, and for two hours they 
practice marbles. 
“It’s enough to drive my 
mother 
crazy,” 
Smith 
said. 
“There’s this ‘click, click, click’ 
in the house all the time.” 
Father Len, 50, is a marbles 
legend —world champion 
15 
times 
and 
founder 
of 
the 
“Toucan Terribles,” which has 
won the team championship 20 
years running. He taught his 
technique to each son in turn 
“ I can’t remember when I 
didn’t 
play 
marbles,” 
Alan 
said. 
Now 
all 
four 
Smiths 
are 
marbles professionals, playing 
for money to supplement their 
full-time jobs. Three of them 
are members of the invincible 
Toucan Terribles. Paul plays 
for a rival team. 
“ You ought to see our living 
room 
carpet,” 
Alan 
said.

Suddenly 
marbles became as complicat­ 
ed as billiards or pool.

here,” 
Alan 
Smith 
said, crouching, “ Here’s a back 
spin.” 
He shot a marble eight inches 
along 
a 
concrete 
floor.

stopped, then rolled six inches 
straight back. 
“ Here’s 
a 
left 
spin,” 
he 
demonstrated. 
A 
right 
spin 
followed. “It looks so simple 
when you see us play,” he said. 
“ But you just try it.” 
Slowly the complex competi­ 
tion version of this back-yard 
game is getting itself organized

sport. There is a rules-setting 
World Marbles Board of Con­ 
trol, and the new British Isles 
Marbles Association is staging 
seven British tournaments this 
year.

AID A TO UR E X P E N S E 
The m ost serious challenge to U.S. m ilitary security is 
not R u ssia 's advan ced m issile program or the threat of 
another Arab oil em b argo at som e crucial point. 


R ather the m ajor danger to our defense lies in the 
relative slu ggish n ess in the growth of U.S. technology, on 
which both indistural and m ilitary strength depend. 


In the past decade the over all rate of research and 
d evelopm ent growth in the United States has been su r­ 
passed by F rance, G erm any, Japan and the Soviet Union. 
The gap is growing. 


Our military’ and industrial reserach and developm ent, 
in fact, have declined both in quality and as a percentage 
of G ross National Product. 


We have also been dreadfully slow in putting what R&D 
w e h a v e into our factories.

avionics and specialized instruments. 


This, of course adds both to M oscow's industrial and 
military’ power. For advanced computers, integrated 
circuits, jet engines, avionics and the like are a s essential 
for efficient military’ m issiles, planes and tanks a s in 
autom obiles, trucks and com m erica l planes. 


B ecau se we sell these discoveries at less than our 
research and developm ent costs, w e are, 
in effect, 
subsidizing both our industrial com petitiors and our 
military rivals at the expen se of the A m erican taxpayer 
and consum er. 


Either the U.S. m ust put a good m any m ore dollars into 
R&D or insist the exchange of such information and its 
products be fully a two-way street. 


D iscu ss the U.S.-Russia scientific exch an g e program 
with scientists close to the project. At the start, they w ere 
enthusiastic, being extrem ely curious about Soviet ad ­ 
van ces in a variety of fields. B ut the ex ch an ge has not 
turned out as planned. The Soviets are intensely in­ 
terested in soaking up information and technology from 
top-flight U.S. technical men; th ey ’re reluctant to give 
details of their own work where it counts. 


A m erican high-technology firm s are in the s a m e boat. 
The Krem lin, playing on the desire of A m erican firm s for 
an inside track, trades them off, one against the other, to 
extract technological secrets at surprisingly low cost.

adept at horse trading. A m erican executives co m e back 
from session s with the R ussians enthusiastic about 
prospects but abashed at what th ey’ve sold for a discount 
in the hopes of penetrating what they think will be a 
fabulous m arket.

Our 
checklist 
store, 
meanwhile, 
charged $1.69. 
The high for a 5-pound bag 
was $1 99 in New York City for 
the third straight 
week, 
$1 
below the highest base price 
reported March 19 in UPI’s 
first survey of prices on 17 
basic foods. 
Iceberg lettuce was 25 cents a 
head in one Los Angeles chain 
and romaine, normally more 
expensive, was $1 for three 
heads in Boston. 
Meat 
and 
poultry 
prices 
continued high in most cities 
covered in the UPI survey. 
Ground chuck for hamburger 
was a 69-cent special in two 
cities of 27, Atlanta and Los 
Angeles. Chuck cost $1.39 in 
Jacksonville, Ria., while ground 
chuck fillet was $1.69 in a New 
York City chain. 
Artichokes were plentiful and 
a bigger bargain than more 
mundane 
produce 
Medium­ 
sized chokes were $1 for seven 
at one New York greengrocer 
The 
U.S. 
Department 
of 
Agriculture said prices report­ 
edly were rising for fresh green 
beans. But not in Los Angeles, 
where they were on sale at one 
chain for 29 cents a pound. 
Although bargains in whole 
broiler-fryers were harder to 
find, lows of 43 and 45 cents a 
pound in Atlanta and Dallas 
compared favorably with the 
lowest base price of 45 cents a 
pound. Fryers were highest in 
Honolulu this week at 98 cents 
a pound. 
The low for sliced American 
cheese was 89 cents for a 12- 
ounce package in Phoenix, 50 
cents higher than the March 
price. Honolulu’s high ot $1.31 
was up six cents from March. 
The USDA’s food marketing 
alert for June holds little hope 


of meat and poultry bargains. 
It 
said 
beef, 
broiler-fryer, 
turkey and egg supplies are 
only adequate, and the pork 
supply is light. 


UPI’s survey reflected the 
short supply of pork. A low of 


99 cents a pound for loin end 
chops in Phoenix was on a par 
with the lowest price during the 
base week.

WASHINGTON (UPI) — Ad­ 
ministration officials will step 
up efforts to increase farm

if

record, price-depressing crops 
this

as 
expected,

ment policymaker says: 
The big grain crops currently 
predicted if weather continues 
favorable “could” produce a 
serious farm price and income 
problem in late 1975 and 1976 if 
the government does not take 
new steps, Assistant Agricul­ 
ture Secretary Clayton Yeutter 
said in an interview Tuesday as 
he prepared to leave his post. 
But Yeutter, who has been 
named deputy special 
trade 
representative on the 
White 
House staff, said he expected 
Agriculture Secretary Earl L. 
Butz to protect farm prices by 
aggressive 
moves aimed 
at 
increasing overseas sales. 
Among other steps, Yeutter 
said, the administration can 
expand aid shipments under the 
Food for Peace program. Also, 
he noted, it can try to promote 
commercial sales by expanding 
program 
of 
three-year, 
commercial-rate credits offered 
to 
foreign 
buyers 
by 
the 
Agriculture Department. 
The administration is not, 
however, likely to move back to 
the export subsidy programs it 
operated on some major farm 
crops until 1972, Yeutter said. 
He said this would run counter 
to government efforts to reduce 
or eliminate the use of export 
subsidies by other countries. 


Yeutter, 
44, 
a 
Nebraska 
farmer, lawyer and economist, 
came to the Agriculture De­ 
partment in 1970 to head its 
Agricultural Marketing Service. 
After a year’s absence in 1972 
as head of the farm division of 
former 
President 
Richard 
Nixon’s re-election campaign, 
he returned as an assistant 
secretary 
of 
agriculture 
— 
initially in charge of marketing 
and consumer programs, but 
later in charge of international 
affairs 
and 
commodity 
pro­ 
grams. 


The Nebraskan conceded that 
many farm ers currently are 
uneasy and restless because 
prices for some major com ­ 
modities have declined during 
the past year. But he said the 
long-run outlook for American 
agriculture is “healthier” than 
it has been in many years 


because 
farmers 
have been 
freed 
from 
government 
re­ 
straints which hampered their 
efficiency. 
Farm ing today is mostly a 
“strong, competitive industry 
with units that are now mostly 
big enough to be efficient but 
not so 
big that 
they wield 
oligopoly power over prices, 
Yeutter said. 
For 
the 
future, 
however, 
Yeutter 
said 
he 
believed 
Congress and state legislatures 
should keep a wary eye out for 
looming 
concentrations 
of 
monopoly 
control 
in

segments of farming. 
“Overall 
this 
is

concentrated (farm) industries 
... it should be kept under close 
surveillance,” the official said.

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Neighbors Really Believe 
Cleveland House Haunted

CLEVELAND 
(UPI ) 
Karen was 13 years old when 
she lost her life at the end of a 
rope in her home about six 
decades ago. Today, she is said 
to still live in that home on the 
city’s near west side. 
Karen is just one of several 
spirits 
believed 
to 
inhabit 
Franklin Castle, according to 
legend and Dr 
Hans Holzer. 
professional ghost hunter and 
author of several 
books on 
parapsychology. 
“This place was and still is 
h a u n te d ." 
Holzer 
told 
the 
castle s new owners on a recent 
trip here. 
Soon, however, this house of 
hauntings will be transformed 
into a house of God. 
The Rev. Tim Swope and the 
Rev. Sam M uscatels of the 
Universal 
Christian 
Church 
bought the house last Septem­ 
ber and. along with a third 
partner, decided to convert the 
second floor dining hall of the 
mansion into a church. 
And 
if 
all 
Muscatello’s 
dream s come true, there will 
be a food distribution bank set 
up. 
too 
He 
has 
already 
inquired about food donations 
from local distributors 
But. in order to carry out 
their plans, the ministers need 
money, so they are charging 


SI .50 for a tour of the eerie 
four-story castle to pay for 
renovations. 
A 
night’s 
stay 
costs $15,00. 
The people of the neighbor­ 
hood refuse to go near the 
place, 
according 
to 
Swope, 
because they say they've seen a 
tall, slender woman garbed in 
black standing on one of the 
upper balconies 
But neighborhood folklore is 
not expected to affect the food 
center The ministers feel if one 
is 
hungry 
enough 
he’ll 
eat 
anywhere 
Swope said. “There are no 
evil spirits here 
“ Right now. they’ve done the 
worst they can do to m e.” he 
said. “and that s scares me." 
Sw ope, who lived in the castle 
for IO weeks by himself, with 
his radio blaring at night to 
drown out the other sounds, 
often calls on Karen to make 
her presence known. Karen's 
place is a third floor room 
fittingly called “the cold room” 
because it tends to stay 
IO 
degrees cooler than the rest of 
the house 
He said she usually performs 
for visitors when her name is 
called by placing her hand on 
someone's neck or shoulder. 
Swope said that usually con­ 


verts skeptics into believers 
The cold room is sparsely 
furnished with one lone round 
table. The doorknob on 
the 
closet 
has 
been 
removed 
because 
Swope 
said 
people 
were accidentally locking them­ 
selves in. 
“The closest we have ever 
come to having a person faint 
is when a woman entered this 
room 
and 
heard 
someone 
calling from the closet.” he 
said The voice came from 
woman 
who 
was 
patiently 
waiting for someone to unlock 
the door 
This room is thought to have 
been 
Karen's bedroom. 
The 
young girl. Swope said, report­ 
edly was hanged from a rafter 
on 
the 
fourth 
floor 
in 
the 
cubicle where 
the orchestra 
was housed during ballroom 
activities. 
He said legend says that 
Karen was accidentally killed 
during an argument between 
her father and her boyfriend. 
The 
girl’s 
body 
was 
then 
hanged from the rafter to make 
her 
death 
appear 
to 
be a 
suicide. 
Holzer is not a medium, so he 
’admits 
he 
doesn’t 
feel 
the 
presence of spirits. 
“ It should be understood that 
most sightings or hauntings are 
p sy c h o m e tric ." 
Holzer 
ex­ 
plained. 
“ Impressions 
differ 
from hauntings. They are just 
imprints from the past that will 
eventually fade aw ay.” 
Holzer's main concern on the 
recent 
trip was 
the human 
bones found in a passageway 
which had been opened up in 
January. 
Holzer criticized the minis­ 
ters for not giving the bones, 
which dated back at least 50 
years, a Christian burial. 
M uscatels said the coroner’s 
office would not give up the 
bones. He said a spokesman 
indicated the bones would be 
buried in Potter’s Field. 
A c o ro n e r’s investigation 
could not establish the sex or 
age of whoever died in that 
plastered-up passageway. 
Holzer indicated the spirit of 
the bones could come back to 
haunt the mansion. 
The stately house was built 
by 
Hannes 
Tiedermann, 
a 
cooper who emigrated with his 
wife Louisa from Germany in 
the late 1800s 
The $60,000 home was comp­ 
leted in 
1864. At that time, 
there were 30 rooms in the 
mansion, many of them used to 
house 
other 
German 
immi­ 
grants. 
At least nine of Tiedermann’s 
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family died in the house, and 
legend has it many more lost 
their 
lives 
in 
mysterious 
murders. Tiedermann was the 
only mem ber of his family to 
leave the house alive, in 1899.

America’s icons, a symbol of 
national character that ranks 
with motherhood and apple pie. 
In North 
Carolina, it has 
school officials bristling.

passed a law requiring that 
free enterprise be taught in 
public high schools, and class­ 
room administrators see it as 


nothing short of meddling. 


“ I resent it,” said Walter S. 
Rogers, superintendent at Rox­ 
boro, a small town 30 miles 
north of Durham.

Amended to delete a defini­ 
tion of free enterprise, the law 
says only that students should 
be exposed to the “ history,

“ We a re of the opinion that 
we have been teaching it all 
along,” 
said 
superintendent 
Harry H. Thomas at Elizabeth 
City, a town of 14,000 on the 
northern coast. 
Like most school system s in 


North Carolina, Elizabeth City 
teaches social studies to its 
students 
from 
the 
fourth 
through the 12th grades. 


“During the course of their 
high 
school 
years, 
they’re 
certainly involved in one course 
or two in the social study and 
history area where they would 
be 
exposed 
to 
the 
free 
enterprise system,” said Tho­ 
mas. 


The 
idea 
for 
the 
law 
originated with Gov. James E. 
Holshouser Jr., who suggested 
in January that “our young 
people are coming out of the 
public schools with no idea 
what the free enterprise system 
is all about.” 


Holshouser quickly found a 
legislative ally in William K 
Mauney, a hosiery mill opera­ 
tor and member of the General 
Assembly’s Democratic majori­ 
ty.

Bill Zimmerman, a wildlife 
artist specializing in birds who 
lives in Nashville, explained the 
anager was merely protecting 
erritory claimed as his. When 
mr tanager spotted the image

he 
attacked. 
Of all the bird visitors we 
have. why has only the summer 
tanager attacked the window 
reflection? 
Zimmerman explained that 


bird feeding territories are very 
complex, some staking claim to 
various levels 
in 
the trees, 
allowing some intruder .species 
but not others. Apparently our 
tanager 
had 
a 
particular 
aversion to his own kind —at 
least during the mating and 
nesting season. 
The solution, said Zimmer­ 
man, 
is 
to 
eliminate

reflection This requires paint­ 
ing the window or covering it 
with 
tape 
or 
paper. 
That 
solution has been rejected for 
obvious reasons. 
But 
the 
summer 
tanager 
keeps banging 
away at the 
window, announcing the arrival 
of dawn and sunset. 
We removed a hummingbird 
feeder from in 
front of the 
window to eliminate his resting 
spot, but he only turned to the 


window sill 
another totally 
unsatisfactory turn in events as 
the 
tanager 
has 
left 
his 
“ tracks” all along the window 
sill. 
Chasing him 
away doesn’t 
work. He returns and returns 
again. 
The female is on her nest, 
however, and in the hatching of 
the eggs may lie the answer to 
the tanager dilemma. Hopeful­ 
ly, our tanager will become less 
protective 
and 
widen 
his 
feeding range when the young 
birds leave the nest. 
It will be a goodby of mixed 
emotions. We certainly won’t 
hear 
the sunrise 
window 
banging routine anymore, but 
we won t see that brilliant red 
friend until next year. 
Next year? 
Oh, no!

Officials said if the Soviet 
harvest comes to the currently 
expected 200 million —about 5 
million more than last year —it 
would be about IO million tons 
below projected needs.

The IRS claim s 
his actual taxable income in

anger earlier over a reduction

Department of Health Educa­ 
tion and Welfare on the grounds 
Indiana had not complied with 
regulations on advising welfare 
families of the availability of 
preventive health care. 
Bowen said before leaving for 
the National Governors Confer 
ence in New Orleans that he 
was sending a “hot” letter of 
protest. 
That 
letter 
was 
released here today by his staff 
who said it had been mailed on 
Monday but that they wanted to 
allow time for it to get to the 
President before giving it to 
news reporters. 
Contained in the letter is a 
warning of a possible lawsuit. 
Bowen wrote to the President 
that

sensitive issue can be resolved 
without additional hard feelings 
and possible litigation.” 
“ It was with critical dismay 
that I learned by telephone this

ing to Hoosiers. 
Bowen’s letter mentioned that 
“as a physician governor, I 
personally am interested and 
fairly well informed about the 
broad and comprehensive na­ 
ture of this state’s Medicaid 
services.

Commission Proposes Machinery 
To Be Watchful Eye On CIA 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - The 
Rockefeller 
Commission 
has 
proposed new machinery in the 
executive branch and Congress 
to keep the CIA from abusing 
its authority. 
In its report made public 
Tuesday, the panel also recom­ 
mended a 10-year limit on the 
term of the director of central 
intelligence, some disclosure of 
the C IA ’s budget, an end except 
in wartime to opening domestic 
mail, and resistance within the 
agency to improper directives 
—even from the Prc:.!Jcui. 
Those 
were 
among 
the 
commission’s 30 recommenda­ 
tions to prevent “ the agency’s 
deviations within the United 
States from its assigned mis­ 
sion.” 
It asked President Ford to 
propose Congress create a Joint 
Committee on Intelligence com­ 
parable to the Joint Committee 
on 
Atomic 
Energy 
which 
provides “ effective oversight 
while 
avoiding 
breaches 
of 
security in a highly sensitive 
area.” 
Other recommendations in­ 
clude: 


—The F B I or Justice Depart­ 
ment should upgrade capability 
to handle intelligence concern­ 
ing espionage and terrorism. 
—Presidents should refrain 
from 
directing 
the 
CIA 
to 
perform internal security tasks 
and the agency “ should resist 
any 
efforts, 
whatever 
their 
origin, to involve it again in 
such improper activities.” 
—Files on domestic surveil­ 
lance operations already under­ 
taken should be destroyed after 
current investigations end. 
—The CIA should not infil­ 
trate dssident groups unless 
the 
director 
declares 
such 
action 
vital 
to 
protect 
the 
agency or its people. 
—The CIA should declassify 
whatever it can to give the 
public access to information it 
should have. 
—A law should be enacted 
making it a crime for CIA 
employes to divulge 
foreign 
intelligence 
or 
how 
it 
is 
collected. 
—The CIA should not wiretap 
or eavesdrop in the United 
States or its possessions. 
—The CIA should not under-

Mobile Home Becom ing 
Financially Attractive

The soaring 
cost 
of new 
conventional 
single-family 
homes is m aking the mobile 
home more attractive financial­ 
ly than ever before at the same 
tim e design and engineering 
improvements are making it 
more livable. 
While in some areas of the 
country restrictions still make 
it difficult to locate a mobile 
home in a desirable area, the 
new models are gaining accep­ 
tance, either in 
parks with 
facilities designed especially for 
them or in perm anent installa­ 
tions on single fam ily lots. 
With increasing numbers of 
families turning 
from 
tradi­ 
tional, site-built single-family 
housing to mobile homes, the 
design em phasis today is less 
on mobility, m ore on livability, 
says Robert G. Breniff, m anag­ 
er of Owens-Corning’s Mobile 
Home Products Division.

attitudes and buying prefer­ 
ences

1,400 
mobile-home 
owners conducted for Owens- 
Corning

per cent had moved to their 
mobile homes from convention­ 
al single-fam ily hom es. This 
com pared with 43 per cent in 
1969. Two-thirds were first-time 
owners. 
The average age of the head- 
of-household in the study was 
39; average family size, three 
people, and average income 
around $11,000. 
Breniff said the average price 
of new site-built housing today 
is around $37,000, w hile the 
sellin g price of new m obile 
hom es in the study averaged 
only $10,420, up from $6,050 in 
the 1969 study. 
The significance of the mobile 
home price increase, he said, 
“is not that today’s mobile 
hom es are more expensive but 
that they have risen only 23 per 
cent per square foot since 1969,
